THURSDAY, JANUARY 24, 1907. 
The Speaker took the Chair at 3 0’clock p.m. 


This being the First Day of the Second Session of the First 
Legislature of the Province of Alberta for the Despatch of Business 
pursuant to a Proclamation of His Honour George Hedley Vicars 
Bulyea, Lieutenant Governor, and the House having met, His Honour 
entered the House and having taken his seat’ on the Throne was 
pleased to open the Session by the following gracious speech: 


Mr. SPEAKER AND GENTLEMEN OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


It gives me great pleasure to weleome you to the Second Session 
of the First Legislature of the Province of Alberta. The past year 
has witnessed an unparalleled development in Western Canada, 
and particularly in this Province. Our humble gratitude is due 
to Divine Providence for the bountiful harvest of the past year, 
and for the material prosperity that always follows in the train of 
good crops in an agricultural country such as ours. 

During recess a conference of the Premiers of the various Prov- 
inces was held in Ottawa with a view to arriving at a readjustment 
of Provincial subsidies, as a result of which it is gratifying to observe 
that a fairer basis of division as between the Provinces and the 
Dominion was arrived at, a basis which will materially assist in 
making provision for the ever-growing necessities of this Province. 

It is also a subject of gratification that the census taken during 
the past year by the Federal Government demonstrated that this 
Province was entitled to a larger share in the Councils of the Dominion 
and that at the present Session of Parliament a Bill has been intro- 
duced to provide for the increased representation of Alberta in the 
House of Commons. | 
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The Province has been honoured since the last meeting of the 
Legislature by a visit from His Excellency Earl Grey, Governor- 
General of Canada, accompanied by Her Excellency the Countess 
Grey and the members of their family. It is a source of great satis- 
faction to the people of the Province to observe the keen interest 
taken by His Excellency in everything that pertains to its history 
and development, more especially as the extensive experience 
gained by His Excellency ‘n the numerous responsible public offices 
he has held makes his view upon any matter of public importance 
of the greatest value. 

Your attention will be early directed towards measures for the 
establishment within the Province of Courts of Justice. Too much 
importance cannot be attached to this matter, as it is the essence 
of good government in any country that the machinery through 
or by means of which the laws are enforced should be on a sound 
basis. I am, therefore, confident that your most careful attention 
will be directed towards these measures. 


The increased activity in railway construction that has recently 
taken place throughout the West, and the certainty of a very much 
larger development in this direction in the near future makes it 
imperative that provision be made for a uniform law governing 
railways within the Province. A measure will be submitted to you 
having this purpose in view. 

The growth of trade and commerce in the Province during the 
past year has been very rapid, and with increased growth comes 
new responsibilities. It has long been felt by the commercial com- 
munity that the law governing assignments by insolvent persons 
was in a condition far from satisfactory. In order to. ameliorate 
this condition of affairs, a measure providing for a complete system 
of administration of insolvent estates upon the most approved. lines 
will be submitted for your consideration. 

An Act respecting the custody of Insane Persons and the dis- 
position of their property, including a scheme for the support of 
insane persons out of their own property in asylums where possible, 
will be among the measures submitted to you. 

The protection of Game and Game Birds in the Province has 
occupied the attention of my Government during recess, and as a 
result of very thorough investigations a measure having this object 
‘n view will receive consideration at your hands. 

Provision for the further encouragement of Secondary Education 

sn the Province is another matter which you will be asked to closely 
consider. And in this regard also a measure having for its object 
the Taxation of Lands in the Province outside of organized school 
districts for the support of education generally will be brought before 
you. 
An Act for the protection of the Public Health will be among 
the important measures to receive consideration at your hands, 
and provision for increasing the revenues of the Province by a fair 
and equitable assessment of corporations therein will also be brought 
before ‘you. 

The Public Accounts and the Estimates will be laid before you 
at an early date. |

May it PLEASE Your Honowr: 


The Legislative Assembly of the Province of Alberta in Session 
assembled, approach Your Honour at the close of our labours with 
-sentiments of unfeigned loyalty and humbly beg to present for Your . 
Honour’s acceptance a Bill intituled “An Act for Granting to His 
Majesty certain sums of money for the Civil Service for the financial 
year ending the Thirty-first day of December, 1907, and for a portion 
of 1908 and for other purposes relating thereto,” thus placing at the 
disposal of His Majesty the means by which the Government can 
be made efficient for the service and welfare of the Province of Alberta. 


To this Bill the Royal Assent was announced by the Clerk of the 
Legislative Assembly in the following words: 

“His Honour the Lieutenant Governor doth thank His Majesty’s 
dutiful and loyal subjects, accepts their benevolence and assents to 
this Bill in His Majesty’s name.” 
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His Honour was then pleased to deliver the following speech: 


Mr. SPEAKER AND GENTLEMEN OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF 
ALBERTA: 


At the close of this the Second Session of the First Legislature 
of Alberta, I must express to you my appreciation of the attention 
you have given to your duties as Representatives of the people of 
this growing Province. 

The Legislation you have enacted, and to which I have just 
given assent, is in the interests of every section and every element 
in the Province. 

It is particularly satisfactory to note the efforts that have been 
put forth to protect the interests and promote the well-being of the 
people. 

In this connection let me mention your policy of Government 
Ownership and Operation of Telephones. 

The new Railway Act provides legislation that should enable 
railroad development to be conducted expeditiously and with regard 
to the public welfare. 

The creation of District Courts will expedite the conduct of 
legal business and I believe will satisfy the people that you are anxious 
to furnish them with convenient and easy means of gaining a settle- 
ment of disputed questions in the Courts of the Province. 

The measures providing for a tax on corporations and on certain 
lands are worthy of mention, as they provide a means to raise funds 
for the very important cause of Education and the early establishment 
of a Provincial University. 

I would refer to the Public Health Act as one that is important 
to every part of the Province, and also the License Act placing fur- 
ther restriction on the sale of intoxicating liquors and for providing 
for increased and improved accommodation in the Hotels of the 
Province. 

Many other public measures you have passed should meet the 
various needs of the Province and conduce to the material advantage 
of the people. a 

I thank you for the liberal appropriations you have made for 
the Public Service, which I feel will be expended carefully and wisely. 

In discharging you from further attendance I express a hope that 
you will all be favoured with good health and abundant prosperity.
